Thar: the providences of this God, have in the judgment of your Petitioner, as 
evidently appeared 1n the removing ot others trom,and 1aveiting your Honours with 
the Government ol this Nation, as cVer they appcarca 11 the taking away, or beſtow- 
ing of any Government m any Hiſtory of any Age in the world, 

Thar he appreiends that a retulal to be tuoject to this preient Authority, under 
the pretence of upholding the Tile ot any one upon Earth, is a rctulal to aquiefſe in 
the wile and righ:tcous pleature ot God, tuch an oppoling of the Governinent fer up 
by the Soveraign Lord of Heavenand earth, as noac can aave peace, cither in ating; 


in, or juifcring tor z and chat your Pctitionec looks upon it as tus Daty, .to yeeld to 


chis Autoority, all active and cheariul Oocdicnce in tae Lord, even tor Conſcience 
ſake, to promite (he being required) truth and fidelity to ir, and to hold torth the 
Grounds of his ſo doing to any, as Go4 thall call him tt:ereunto, 

That though an Impriionment, accompanicd with the lots of eſtate, and to be 
followed ( withouc your gracious prevention ) with a ſpeedy Arraignment, betore 
an High and Eminent Judicatory, arc farre from being pleating to Fleih and Blood ; 
and though the enjoyment'ot your Grace and Favour be a bleſſing molt deterving 
to be reckoned among tae belt of Temporals, yer that neither the tecling or fearing 
of the former, ror the expectation of the latter, could have induced your Pctirio- 
ner againſt rhe light ot his own judgement, and the prepondering patt of his own 
Conlcience to have made, or preſented this acknowledgement ; he ſadly forecaſt- 
ing, that a whole skin 1s bur a contemptible recompence tor a wounded Conlcience. 

That neverthelels ( he truſteth ) he ſhall be exculable in tendring thus tar, even 
his outward condition, as to repreſent to your Honours, that he 1s 1n moſt apparent 
danger of his irreparable loſs ot his health ( the fweetelt of outward bleſſings) unleſs

And this Chriſtian Favour ( which cven for Chriſts ſake your poor Petitioner 
moſt humbly begs ) your Honours are as avle to enlarge, even to a pardoning ot his 
offences, and a pertect relcaſing of him, from his impriſonment, as he is ſubmiſſive- 
Iy forward in deſiring them,though contcilcdly tar trom deferving them,
